2. Linking claims 12-14 are allowed. Since the restriction requirement between inventions I 
and II, as set forth in the Office action mailed on 9/06/02, was conditioned on the nonallowance 
of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions is hereby 
withdrawn.
